The Joint Center for Political Studies, a 
non-partisan, non-profit organization, 
was founded in 1970 to assist black and 
other minority elected public officials 
and to encourage minority participation 
in the political process.

Obviously, we have considerable in- 
terest in measures and actions which 
either encourage or discourage, facilitate 
or impede minority political participation. 

In examining the various proposals to 
abolish the electoral College, one great 
difficulty stares us all in the face: there is 
no conclusive evidence of the effect such 
proposals would or would not have on 
various groups in the population, There 
is, however, widespread speculation. 
This Subcommittee has accumulated 
testimony on both sides of the issue and, 
of course, reputable scholars have 
disagreed for years over whether or not it 
is advisable to tinker with the electoral 
process which has served this country so 
welt for so many years. 

It is our view, based on the testimony 
we have seen and the studies we have 
read and, in large part, on our own ex- 
periences in the field of black political 


participation, that abolition of the elec- 


toral college at this time would probably 
have the effect of reducing the- 
significance” of the black vote. "We 
therefore, would suggest that this 
proposal should not be given final con- 
sideration until there is much more con- 
clusive evidence that it would not 
ultimately become a modern day version 
of de-facto disenfranchisement.

There's an_old saying that “Oppor- 
tunity knocks but once,” and while that 
has not stood the test of time, a great 
many people live to regret opportunities 
missed, even though they are fortunate 
enough to be numbered among those 
who were given another chance at either - 
fame, fortune or just ~lain security.

For some 40 families the drawing will

The winners 
must agree to live in the-homes, to fix 
them up until they pass code 
regulations. To enable them to effect the 
necessary repairs, they will be eligible to 


receive 20-year mortgages at 3% interest 


for repairs up to $17,500. 

This works out to a maximum monthly 
payment of principal and interest of 
$95.70.a month, which would probably be 


less than the family‘fs ‘row paying as-rent= 


for houses in not much better condition 
or location than the ones, they will be 
buying under the Homestead Act, most of 
them on Cleveland's East side. 

Unless these properties are restored to 
liveable condition through the 
homestead program, most of them will 
have to be torn down, 

Our correspondents in Columbus 
report that the program has been very 
successful in that city, and that it has 
been a major tool in stabilizing neigh- 
borhoods. Every restored property or a 
street helps to maintain and even 
enhance the value of the rest of the 
properties on that street. Applications for

With respect to the first apparent at- 
traction, one wonders whether the. fears 
are overstated. Ip point of.fact; there has 
been only one” occasion in American 
history where the Electoral College 
denied the lar vote winner the 
Presidency, is was in 1886 when 
neither candidate received a majority and 
the gap between them was only 91,000 
votes. One instance in two.hundred years 
hardly seems to be ample basis for a 
radical change in our electoral system. 
Nor does the risk appear to be so great 
as to make acceptable any undesirable 
side effects of abolishing the electoral 
college. Moreover, the problem of the 
“faithless elector” could be solved short 
of abolishing the electoral college. 

With respect to giving equal weight to 
all votes, this is a laudatory principle but 
it is not uniformly applied in our political 
system, and there is some question 
whether the Founding Fathers ever inten- 
ded it to be. Otherwise we might have a 
different basis for electing U.S. Senators. 
In any event, it does not seem reasonable 
to rush Into legislation to cure one evil 
while perhaps creating others. 

The proposed reform raises some iun- 
damental questions, many of which have 
been debated at length experts on 
both sides of the issue. Among these 


~questions, the following seem to us to be 


of particular importance: What'will be the 
effect of direct popular election on the 
integrity of our federal system? What ef- 
fect would it have on the future of the 
two party system? What effect would it 


have on the influence of blacks and other - 
“minorities~in: the-political arena? 


Any effort of amend the Constitution of 
the United States is a very serious matter 
which must be pursued carefully and 
based on conclusive evidence of its need 
and its effect. ; : 

In the proposal under consideration, 
however, | do not believe that conclusive 
answers have been made to the vital 
questions that have been raised. Nor is 
the nation facing a Constitutional crisis 
which would demand emergency action 

on inconclusive evidence. 

| would urge the Congress to continue 
its examination of ways to improve the 
procedures which’ we elect our 
President and Vice President. | also urge 
the Congress to take no. action on a Con- 
stitutional amendment until ii can con- 
clusively and persuasively: answer the 
questions we and others have raised and 
until it can accurately assess the in- 
terrelationships and combined impact of 
the various electoral proposals that have 
been made.

Gov. James A. Rhodes has obviously made up his 
mind as to whether he'll seek reelection for a fifth 
term next year. But for personal reasons, he prefers to 
keep the public guessing. And what's more, he's very 
likely to keep the quanta game going until around 
Christmas time. : : 


Rhodes, according to some ‘astute political 
observers, is playing a c game of politics by 
refusing to be goaded into tipping. his hand. They 
maintain that it is to Ahodes' advantage to be 
recognized as governor of all-Ohioans, rather than as 
a Republican gubernatorial candidate. 

As governor, television and radio stations and the 
news media can carry his speeches without fear of 
some other candidates demanding free equal time or 
space.

The credibility of American foreign policy and our 
position of énlightened world leadership are at stake 
in the recently concluded Panama Canal Treaty.

COTA officials said the 
new monthly pass pro- 
gram, called the Commuter 
Club, is the first fare 
adjustment available to all 
riders since COTA began 
operating the bus system 
in” 1974, 

If a reguiar commuter 
buys the $20 pass, there 
wilt be-a monthly savings 
of two dollars over the 
regular fare, or the equiva- 


lent of a free month's 
riding-a year. 
In addition, the 


Commuter Club pass: can 
be used an unlimited 
number of times during the 
month. It is also transfer- 
able, so anyone can use it. 

COTA marketing 
director Walter H. Daggett 
said a special “COTA 
Rider” will demonstrate 
the value of the pass by 
riding as many miles on as 
many buses as he cdn for a 
one week period starting at 
noon on Wednesday, Sept. 
14. 

A part of the week long 
emphasis. will be an 
attempt to set a record for 
miles traveled on. an 
intracity bus line in a seven 
day period. When the week 
is over, the mileage will be 
submitted to the Guiness 
Book of Records for re- 
cegnition as a world's 
record. 

The public has a chance 
to participate by estimating 
how many miles the COTA 
Rider will travel and how 
many buses will be used.

The teenage Drinking Preventive Program, which has 
“been presented to nearly 9,000 students at 47 different 
= schools since its inception last October, is being offered 


“to schools again this year, Director Clifford E. Reich of. 


~ the Ohio Dept. of Liquor Control announced. 

The program, which takes a preventive approach and 

encourages responsible decision-making about the use 
“of alcohol, is available to schools upon request. 
~ In the program, department employees involved if in- 
=vestigative work speak at schools on the subject of 
liquor laws pertaining to persons under the age of 21. 
“Speakers spend a major portion of the time explaining 
ythe laws, often giving personal enforcement experiences 
"as examples. One third of the lesson is a question and 
“answer session. 
4 An important concept of the program is that the 
-epeaker is only one part of an ongoing class study of 
“alcohol and drug abuse. The speaker visits with the 
-teacher beforehand to assign various projects to be con- 
sducted before his classroom. 
sinclude an oral quiz, a class discussion on alcoholic 
«beverage control, reading material published by the 
Department of Liquor Control, and a film made available 
Shy the department. 


ce. The projects 


The speaker gives the teacher several recommen- 
dations for further class study. While the department 
focuses on the legal of alcohol use, the depart- 
ment’s recommendations include the study of alcohol as 
related to health. 

The department has also developed a program for 
civic groups. The agenda for civic group meetings in- 
cludes the distribution of literature; an overview of 
department functions; the showing of two films; an ex- 
planation of teenage drinking laws; and a question and 
answer session. 

Requests for either the classroom or civic group 
program should be made ta Sue Hoffman, coordinator of 
the program, at 2323 W. Fifth Ave., Columbus, Ohio 
43204, telephone (614) 466-2411. 

The classroom program is believed to be most 
beneficial for junior high schools (grades 7 through 9); 
however, it has been presented to higher and lower 
grade levels successfully. 

Letters from schools which have received the program 
indicate that students are interested in the material 
discussed and are learning something new about liquor 
laws as a result of the program. In almost every instance, 
teachers plan to continue the study of alcohol and other 


drugs, as encouraged in the department's. program. 

One teacher wrote to the department, “Our health 
classes are still discussing the impact of the speaker's 
questions and answers...He presented the material in ‘a 
manner that blended the law and alcohol behavior 
together beautifully..He gave the students food for 
thought. Now it’s up to the students to take the rope and 
do what they will. The overall success of a program is 
not measured in. weeks, but in years to come.’ 

Director Reich said that t..e program was established 
in response to national and state statistics indicating a 
serious problem of alcohol abuse by today's ith. 

A 1974 national survey conducted by Research 
Triangle institute for the National cnstitute of Alcohol 
Abuse and Alcoholism showed, for example, that 28 per- 
cent of the nation’s teenagers are considered problem 


drinkers. Five percent of the students polled in grades 7 ~ 


through 12 reported getting “high” at least once a week; 
duane 23 rik ao reported getting drunk four or 
more times a year. 

“In Ohio, liquor violations involving underage persons 
amount to approximately one third of all citations 
issued,” Director Reich stated. “Citations for sale and/or 
furnishing to minors has steadily increased. Last year, 


there were 1,124 citations for this violation.” 

In__response__to the teenage drinking problem 
throughout the nation, the National Institute of Alcohol 
Abuse and Alcoholism has recommended aicoholism 
prevention programs in schools and communities which 
enéourage sound decision-making. ‘ 

All_of the program's speakers attended a comprehen- 
sive training seminar held August 15 in Columbus. They 
are trained to provide the facts, without “preaching,” 
and to encourage students to discuss their own ideas 
and questions about alcohol control. 

Both films used in the program present facts without 
moralizing so that young people are provided with a 
basis for making intelligent decisions about drinking. 

This year's program has a number of additions. The 
department has more speakers available in order to ac- 
commodate the requests anticipated. The program offers 
additional recommendations, information and assistance 
for teac who are interested in the further class study
